Harnman, former foreign aid di- 
rector and unsuccessful candidate 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination in 1952. But Roosevelt 
predicted he would win in "a very 
close contest." 


Balloting at the party's conven- 


tion in New York City comes to- 
night. 
'New York Republicans, conven- 
ing at Syracuse, were prepared 
to give their gubernatorial nomi- 
nation to U. S. Sen. Irving M. Ives, 
Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey's choice 


to succeed him. Dewey plans to 
return to private life. 


Tammany Backing 


Harriman had the backing of 


Tammany Hall and other influen- 
tial party leaders as Ives' Novem- 
ber opponent. Roosevelt, however, 
claimed "surprising" support from 
New York City to augment upstate 
strength. 


In the Democratic primary in 


Rhode Island Monday, the state 
ticket headed by Sen. Theodore 
Francis Green, 86, and Gov. Den- 
nis J. Roberts had no opposition 
for renomination. The state GOP 
primary is scheduled Sept. 29. 


Far to the west, President Eisen- 


hower arranged to confer during 
the day with Chairman Leonard W. 
Hall of the Republican national 
committee, and two of Hall's aides, 
in advance of a speaking trip to 
the west coast later this week. 


The president returned from a

"The hydrogen bomb," a copy- 


righted book by Time ma 
staffers James R. Shepley 
and 


Clay, Blair Jr.. warns at the same 
time that "within only a. few years 
or even less" the Red air force 
"must be conceded the same capa- 
bility against the United States." 


Shepley and 
Blair say 
that 


"within another year after 1934" 
most of the bombs this country 
could drop in a mass raid would 
be H-bombs of at least 15 mega- 
tons' force—that is. the explosive 
power of 35 million tons of TNT. 


This compares with the estimat- 


ed 500 kiloton force of the biggest 
existing 
A-bombs--equivalent 
to 


500.000 ton* of TNT. The authors 
say the potential strength of the 
H-bomb is 45 megatons—15 million 
tons of TNT. 


"It seems doubtful." the book 


says, "that any people actually 
could survive the shock of say 
1,000 'obsolete' 500-kiloton bombs. 
It seems more than probable that 
no people could survive if one sub- 
stitutes in the equation the poten- 
tial 45 megatons of the thermo- 
nuclear hydrog«n bomb . ..

But the farmers were not caught 


tlatfooted. County agents and other 
crop experts took to the local radio 
stations and began advising the 
farmers exactly what varieties of 
soy beans they could plant on what 
dates, depending upon when their 
land dried out. 
^ Seeds for these varieties were 
located in northern states and spe- 
cial truck deliveries were arranged 
so that they would be available 
exactly when and where needed 
for planting. It worked out so well 
total ?oy bean production is likely 
to set a record 


The southern plain region has 


had a devastating drought. But 
when delayed rains made it too 
late for planting wheat, many 
farmers were ready with special 
drought-resistant varieties of sor- 
ghum grain 


More Sorghum 


This resulted in 45 per cent more 


land being used for sorghum than 
last year, and less for wheat, but 
the farmers saved themselves from 
complete disaster. Sorghum is also 
a drought substitute for corn. 
r Stubble mulch cultivtaion, a rel- 
atively old but increasing practice, 
has also eased the strain of 
drought this year. This consists of 
leaving the stubble from the last 
crop on the ground and breaking 
up the earth beneath without turn- 
ing ti all over. It holds more snow 
on the ground during the winter, 
thereby preserving the moisture.

paints. These and other plants need 
less than, half the water required 
for most of the conventional crops. 


Both luck and improved fore- 


casting have enabled the Weather 
Bureau to give in its 30-day pre- 
dictions advance warning of just 
about every senous drastic wet 
and dry spell. This, coupled with 
the great mechanization of U. S. 
farms, enabled farmers to plant 
their whole farms within a few 
days on emergency crops for 
quick adjustment to the freak 
weather. 


Ten years ago it was predicted 


that 1954 would also be a year for 
great grasshopper plagues. This 
never materialized because of new 
poisons used in grasshopper con- 
trol programs started three and 
four years ago. 


Emergency Loans 


On top of all these scientific ways 


to lick this year's farm disasteis 
the Department of Agriculture has 
provided about 595,000,000 in emer- 
gency loans to hard-hit farmers. 
Cattie raisers got $76,000,000 worth 
of feed grain. 


In Colorado, Kansas, New Mexi- 


co, Oklahoma and Texas $15,000, 
000 was spent to relieve the effects 
of the dust storms. 


Not all of the emergency money 


and scientific programs are new. 
But there has been constant work 
on improving them all and put' 
ting them into effect quickly and 
efficiency for maximum effect. 


The result is that while this sum- 


mer's bad weather will find a lot 
of farmers licking their wounds 
this winter, relatively few of them 
will have gone completely bank- 
rupt.

Plowing Contest 
o 
Visitors Saw 
Effect of Drought 
c 


Thousands of people attending 


the National Plowing Contest in the 
gray dust of southern Illinois at 
Olney got a first-hand look last 
week at the effects of the drouth. 
Corn in this area will make from 
two to 15, bushels per acre. One 
farmer told of picking 16 acres and 
getting it all on one wagon. Anoth- 
er reported that he picked all day 
with a two row picker and didn't 
get a wagon box full 


Corn along the roads is dwarfed 


—standing waist high to shoulder 
nigh. The plants appear bushy, as 
the stalks failed to gain much 
height, and the leaves are pushed 
together and tassels fail to emerge 
very far 
Examination of such 


fields shows many barren stalks. 
Many with long cobs with only 15 
or 20 grains, and the best ears are 
short nuboms only three or four 
inches long. 


Near the site of the plowing con- 


test is a new white concrete mark- 
er, indicating the center of popula- 
tion of the United States. Surround- 
ing the plot where the marker is, 
is another dwarfed corn field. The 
farmer who planted it says, "What 
will you give me for the field? 
Will you give me enough to pay 
for fertilizer?" You know from the 
tone of his voice that he faces a 
big loss on his corn crop. He dis- 
closes that he has spent $22.50 per 
acre on fertilizer on corn that will 
make from five to 10 bushels per 
acre. This could be multiplied 
hundreds of times in the immedi- 
ate vicinity. 


Soy beans are giving this area a 


little cash income, as bean yields 
aie running from three bushels 
per acre up to 10 or 12. But farm- 
ers in the drouth areas aie still in 
bad shape Pastures are complete- 
ly dried up. It is too dry to plant 
fall grain. Subsoil moisture is still 
very much depleted and cash In- 
come will be almost nil. This con- 
dition prevails over a wide area 
south of Highway 36 This visit to 
the plowing contest has given 
farmers from the more favored 
areas an opportunity to see jusl 
how lucky they are in this year of 
1954.

A Typically American 


Show 


Sera* of the best thing* in American lift are often 


found to be so interwined with sentimentality, flamboyance, 
overdoses of showmanship and lapses in taste that tfiey 
cannot be separated and enjoyed in a kind of isolated pur- 
ity. But that does not mean they cannot be enjoyed. 


Our political conventions provide an example. Anyone 


who glues himself to a TV or radio set for the duration of 
one of these affairs is in for some of the most bonng hours 
on earth.

God rich corn will come cascading down upon him. we 


win hear some of the worst propaganda imaginable, pre- 
senting distorted pictures of men, issues and events. 


Tfet a few would deny that U.S. national conventions 


are the most exciting, the most human public experiences 
most of us ever have a chance to know. Through all the 
carnival atmosphere, beneath the encrusations of boredom 
runs the intense drama of conflict, of clashing wills, of 
minds bent toward ingenious tactic, of final uiumph and 
shattering defeat. 


Most important, despite the distortions, the phony 


argument, and the distractions, our conventions most of the 
time seem amazingly to pick the candidates for high office 
that the people prefer. In other words, they fulfill their 
purpose. 
. 
. 
Another example, from the more frivolous realm, is 


the yearly "Miss America" beauty pageant in Atlantic City. 


The other night TV brought us the final hours of this 


celebrated test of feminine charms. The corn was there 
ir »buiiuance, as anyone would guess. The tricks of show- 
manship were painfully obvious. The jokes were weak. 
An air of exaggerated self-importance hung over the pro- 
ceedings, and infected many of the participants. 


And still, the pageant held something good. It was 


warmly human, open-hearted, unashamed in its sentimen- 
tality. In all these reespects, it was typically American.

There was the excitement of a contest, of course, but 


a deeper excitement lay in catching this cluster of girls 
at a moment of great meaning. Diplomats will not furrow 
their brows, nor will cabinets fall, over the outcome at At- 
lantic City. But to the girls, it was important. 


This was really show business, and some of our social 


philosophies insist that the sort of fame "show people" 
gain Inevitably "ruins them as human beings." 


The evidence on this point is at least conflicting. Cer- 


tainly none of the former "Miss America" winners who 
turned up on the TV screen seemed on the road to ruin. 


The best shot of the evening, the camera glimpse that 


made the pageant a revealing and reassuring show of gen- 
uine human feeling, was the look of mixed disbelief and 
happiness on Miss California's face when she realized she 
had won. 


A realm of fancy, maybe, this world of Atlantic City, 


but rewarding and comforting, nonetheless, in a way that 
even bright promise from the business charts and the coun- 
cils of state can never quite match.

NF.W YORK—I have proved that Franklin D. Roosevelt was inti- 


mate with Colonel E. M. House, the revolutionary king-maker of the 
Wilson and Roosevelt administrations, who wrote a prophetic novel 
called "Philip Dru: Administrator," in 1911. published it in 1912, the 
year Wilson was first elected, and later tried to disown authorship. 


Roosevelt's own writings reflect much of the dictatorial scheme 


and reasoning which House expressed in the mind 
of his fictitious West Point revolutionary, Dru. And 
George Sylvester Viereck. a fighting opponent of our 
fateful ifrnot fatal intrusion in'o *hs wars of Europe, 
who ghosted a good deal of writing for House, has 
adciecS two important items akin to accusations. 


He says Roosevelt made his dramatic flight to 


the 1932 convention in Chicago to accept his first 
nomination on the advice of House and, soon after- 
ward, sailed up New England waters with two of his 
sons to call on House and consult him. The latter 
incident is confirmed by current newspaper clip- 
pings and the recollection of individuals. At any WeilM"— P»:SK» 
rate, Roosevelt was close to House and it is a fact, demonstrable by 
deadly parallels, that Roosevelt cribbed much of his revolutionary, anti- 
constitutional program from this fictionized scheme hatched in the 
brain of a mysterious adventurer with no credentials from any electoral 
constituency, even as small as a precinct. I shall develop these paral- 
lels in a separate essay 


They confirm the observation of 


one of the greatest living figures 
in the period of the three world 
wars, that Woodrow Wilson largely 
resisted House and tried to remain 
a constitutional Democrat. FDR on 
the other hand, recklessly cribbed 
from House's plot, even unto civil 
disorders diguised as labor " dis- 
turbances."

and House was known to but few 
of us. Dictatorship was less real- 
istic and fearsome than it has 
come to be since. Viereck says he 
ghosted House's piece about dic- 
tatorship and knew what House 
had in his mind. However, it were 
better to let the article speak for

that Roosevelt later had Viereck 
sent to prison for opposing his 
design of sending this great coun- 
try to war to save Soviet Russia 
from her western enemy. Some 
may object that although this was 
the effect of Roosevelt's course, it 
was not his purpose.

In Liberty for March 7. 1933. 


House began by admitting that he 
wrote "Philip Dru," wherein he 
"anticipated Mussolini by a num- 
ber of years." In the ensuing pas- 
sages he alternately toyed with 
dictatorship and pulled the rug 
from under himself. The result was 
that he got across nis proposals 
and escaped political responsibility 
for them.

It is appropriate at the beginning 


of the school year to review one's 
children's status BO far as protec- 
tive vaccination or immunization 
is concerned. 


Most children are given several 


of the vaccinations they need in the 
very first months or years of life. 
But often, in order to insure con- 
tinued protection, these injections 
should oe repeated one or more 
times during the school-age yeriod. 


Furthermore, new developments 


continue to occur; it may well be 
ihat some of the older high school 
youngsters did not receive the tox- 
oid injections against tetanus or 
lockjaw which are now so common- 
ly given to small children, and 
therefore could profit by it. 


Here are some of the things to 


consider. 
Vaccination 
against 


smallpox is usually done within the 
first six months after birth. 


After this vaccination (which 


should be and almost always is a 
"take" at that age), immunization 
against diphtheria, whooping cough 
and tetanus (lockjaw1) are often 
done. These are often given to- 
gether by or before six months 
old usually in four doses. 


These four are probably the most 


important protective inoculations 
for children. All of them including 
smallpox, should be repeated in 
the later years of childhood to re- 
inforce the resistance. Entry into 


school is a good time to consider 
such repitition. 


Sometmes a question of other 
ypes of inoculation conies up. 
Among them is that against typhoid 
ever, which is a germ disease 
usually contracted from contami- 
nated water, milk, fruits or vege- 
tables. If a person is going to some 
part of the world where the sanita- 
ion is poor, inoculation against 
typhoid and possibly other diseases 
may be desirable. 


The advice of the physician who 


takes care of the child from birth 
should be followed when it comes 
to giving protective inoculations. 
Remember that the situation may 
change. 


Certainly these vaccinations are 


largely responsible for the much 
better chance of living through 
childhood which youngsters have 
noxv than those of even fifty years 
ago.

Collins admitted the twin staying 


to State's Ally. .Wayne Bettner 
Sept. 15, and at that time told him 
he was "angry with his wife be- 
cause he heard she was running 
around." 
In his confession he 


stated he planned to kill her and 
his son while they slept by turning 
on the gas. In the process, he al- 


most killed himself, authorities 
said. 


Collins reportedly told the coro- 


ner's jury he met Tressie on a bus 
near St. Louis in February, 1932, 
and had lived with her since that 
time. He said he came to Rochelle 
alone last April, but sent for Miss 
Westbrook and their baby the lat- 
ter part of May. He said he had 
been employed until three weeks 
before the slaying. 


Collins said he felt remorse after 


the slaying because "she had al- 
ways been a good wife." He added 
he was very angry because of the 
rumor, but neighbors who testified 
at the inquest said the rumor was 
not true.

During his first 
administration as president — from 
1929 to 1931—he was hotly attacked 
for iron-fisted dealing with Con- 
gress, tne press and opposition 
parties.

Certain humans can "set mental 


clocks" to waken at a certain time 
of morning.

Many kinds of living things be- 


have as though regulated by inner 
or biological 
clocks ticking off 


time with amazing accuracy. 


Take fiddler crabs, the inch- 


long ones named because of their 
fiddle — holding shape. They are 
being studied by Dr. Frank A. 
Brown Jr., Northwestern Univer- 
sity, who spends his summers here. 


At dawn, or just before, they 


turn dark in color, the better to 
run on dark teaches where they 
live. At night they turn pearly- 
gray in color. Is it just a response 
to sunlight or lack of it? 


Respond To Tide 


No, Dr. Brown finds, for if the 


crabs are kept in a photographic 
dark r^m. under a steady amount 
cf light and temperature, they will 


They show a 24-hour change for 


the sun cycle, a 12}2-hour change 
for the tide cycle. In tide, they are 
obeying a. moon or lunar cycle, 
for the moon is a mam controller 
of earthly tides. 


Were Six Hours Late 


Is their biological clock some- 


thing which is built-in, running at 
constant speed according to me- 
tabolism or the speed of their life 
cycles? Or is it governed by phy- 
sical forces connected with the 
earth's rotation, perhaps by some 
force which man doesn't yet know 
can affect living things? 


Dr. Brown subjected the crabs to 


different degrees of temperature. 
An astonishing thing happened if 
he chilled them down to near 
freezing for six hours, then warmed 
them 
up 
again. 
The 
chilling 


stopped their clocks for six hours. 
When they were warmed up again, 
they began following the same 
cycles of regular change—but now 
they were nearly six hours slow' 


That makes it look as though 


their clocks are built inside. But 


with a batch of crabs, and put 
them in a room there with constant 
light and temperature. Another 
batch was packed up the same 
•way for travel, but kept here and 
placed in the same kind of room. 
Those flown to the West Coast be- 
came three hours late in time— 
and in a!! physical forces con-

Only Temporary Changes 


On the first day, the ccabs on 


both coasts changed colors at ex- 
actly .the same time according to 
dawn and dusk, and tidal changes 
here. 


The next day, the crabs in San 


Francisco slipped a half hour be- 
hind their East Coast "cousins." 


But this was only temporary. 


During the next seven days while 
they stayed in California, they con- 
tinued to get dark or light almost 
simultaneously with the crabs in 
Woods Hole. 


They didn't adjust their "clocks" 


to the West Coast, and while they 
stayed in California, they kept on 
signalling the time of low tide on 
their native beach on Cape Cod 


This proved they could 
still 


measure the IS^i-hour tide cycle 
and 24-hour sun cycle accurately 
even though they had been flown 
to the West Coast and had. by 
flying, changed by three hours in 
sunlight time—the same gain your

Ojster* Show Khjthut 


In the long run their clocks may 


be influenced by outside fon.es. D:. 
Brown believes. He is devising ex- 
periments to learn tht possible in- 
fluence 
of slight barometric 


changes, differences in gravitation, 
even differences in cosmic ray 
radiation, to which all living things 
are exposed. 


Oysters show a similar kind of 


rhythm, opening their ahells the 
most at high tide. New Haven oys- 
ters shipped to Evanston, 
111., 


opened moat for a cnupt* of weeks 
at the time of high tid* in the 
New Haven are*. Later they 
slipped out of ths N«w Haven-tidal 
time, and b«cam* influenced by 
Evanston lunar time. 


Some kind of harmonics or vi- 


brations definitely seem to affect 
these biological clocks, Dr. Brown 
believes. Earthworms, salaman- 
ders, fruit flies and even poiatoes 
give evidence of having biological 
clocks. The lowly potato, for ex- 
ample, shows daily and lunar 
rhythms of oxygen consumption. 
When kept under steady tempera- 
rureand light, they show, on the 
average, a high peak of oxygen 
consumption at 6 a.m. and 3 p.m. 
in the daily cyclt. 


Vital to Preservation 


Breeding cycles dictated by the 


moon or other influence are vital 
for preservation of n u m e r o u s 
forms of marine animals, whose 
males release their sperm and fe- 
males release their eggs into the 
water. Unless great numbers of 
them do this at the same time—as 
they do—there would be little 
chance that sperm and egg would 
meet to start new life. 


Rhythms and c y c l e s are ob- 


served in many kinds of human 
behavior, even in economic cycles. 
Mental patients are reported to 
show signs of improvement or 
worsening with phases of the 
moon. Is it really the moon affect- 
ing them? Do the rhythms in hu- 
man behavior have any connection 
with biological clocks of some

metals, textiles—and money. 


In each case the shortage i* 


special, regional or temporary-. 
BIT. it has been enough to raise 
prices or interest costs And it it 
troubling c e r t a i n businessmen. 
Some are asking Washington to do 
something about it 


There was so much copper ear- 


liei this rear that producers ex- 
peeled the 30-cents-a-pound price 
to break any day. 


Now there is so httie to be had 


that copper futures on the New 
Yoik commodity exchange have 
gone 10 their highest level in two 
years. 


And copper users aie urging 


Washington to release some of the 
metal earmarked for the nation'!

The tight supply came about this 


v/a\: earlier in the year, when 
copper seemed too plentiful In re- 
lation to demand, producers cut 
back on the output of mines and 
smelters. 


Recently, a series of strikes 


both here and In Chile has shut 
off much of the world's copper 


• source^. At the same time, de- 
j mand for copper continued to rise 
in Europe, which has been exper- 
lennng a boom rather than a re- 
cession 


American stockpiling also ha» 


tightened supplies of lead and zinc 
enough to raise their pnces in re- 
cent weeks. 


Quicksilver has also been on the 


short side, with prices going to 
the highest levels in years and 
traders unable to explain where

MILFORD. Del. I*)- This south- 


eastern Delaware community to- 
day faced an unsettled racial situ- 
ation in two public schools. 


Th« Milford Board of Education, 


composed of three businessmen 
and a housewife, called for re- 
sumption of classes. Unanswered 
was the question whether 11 Negro 
pupils would appear to take up 
their high school studies again. 


The Board of Education wa* still 


undecided whether the Negro pu- 
pils would actually b« admitted to 
th« Milford High School. 


In Dayton, Ohio, Atty. Russell 


L. Carter prepared petitions on be- 
half of the National Assn. for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
asking the United States District 
Court to enjoin what Negro lead- 
ers call segregation in the Hills- 
boro, Ohio, school system. 


Mrs. 
Miley O. Williamson, re- 


gional coordinator in Dayton for 
the NAACP, said "the Hillsboro 
action is designed as a test case 
for racial segregation in Northern 
schools." 


School board officials in the 


southwestern Ohio community of 
some 5,000 insisted there is no 
segregation. And city officials said 
a rezoning of the city's school dis- 
tricts—tending to keep most Ne- 
groes out of previously all-White 
Webster and Washington grade 
schools—was on a "residential" 
rather than a racial basis. The re- 
zoning took effect last week. 


In another North-South border 


point, Madison, W. Va., parents 
sat down Monday night with the 
County Board of Education to dis- 
cuss the integration of Negro and 
White students. 


From 15 to 20 students picketed 


Sherman high school in Seth in 
protest over the enrollment of 
three Negroes in the student body 
of about 700. 


The Madison meeting followed a 


protest session in the county court 
house by some 300 people fighting

Milford schools had opened on 


Sept. 7, with both White and Negro 
pupils attending classes at the Mil- 
ford High School. Out of a public 
meeting Monday came a petition 
with more than 1,000 signatures 
asking that the Milford School 
Board eject the 11 Negro students 
from the high school. 


The Board of Education held an 


emergency meeting Monday night, 
while some citizens stood outside 
the meeting room, pounding on the 
doors and demanding to be heard. 


The board, through President 


Dean Kimmell, asked for a truce 
until the Milford board could meet 
with the state board Thursday. He 
said that "for the present, school 
classes will resume" today. 


Kimmell said in reply to ques- 


tions : 


"We have asked the Negro pu- 


pils to stay away until the matter 
is thrashed out, but we have re- 
ceived no assurances that they will 
stay away."
